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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1, 3-12, & 15-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

No reference was found anticipating or a combination of references found 
making obvious a relay tracker apparatus for counting clicks of a plurality of relays on a 
load board, including a controller, a plurality of wires connected to the relays and 
controller, and a counter, particularly characterized in the memory for storing the counts 
wherein four bytes of memory are allocated for each relay. 

Although, Dirth, US 4,393,662, discloses allocating four bytes in memory for each 
relay that opens and closes (column 14, lines 45-57), it would not have been obvious to 
a person of ordinary skill in the art to include this teaching to produce the invention of 
claims 1 and 14 because the Dirth reference is in the field of refrigeration control 
systems, and does not teach or suggest counting clicks of a plurality of relays using a 
controller including a counter.
